What else can expect when all 
the secular influences our youth 
radio, television, comics, pocket-books, 
movies, magazines, newspapers seem 
have but one objective: occupy our 
every waking hour, lose dis- 
tractions, that become mentally stag- 
nant or, the words Pope Pius XII, 
“to make listless spectators on- 
rushing future.” Bishop Leo Pursley has 
pointed out, “The big sin, the unforgivable 
sin, America today think.”

dope. (We hear much, and rightly so, 
about the marijuana evil and the narcotic 
menace which threatening our youth, 
but the far greater evil— more vicious 
and more widespread mental dope seems 
excite very little attention.) The danger 
television not much the poor 
quality the programs, though you can 
make good case for the charge that most 
them are designed for babbling idiots.

Reading, conversation, family life, in- 
dividuality all must make way for the 
machine which demands such complete 
passive attention that the result may 
nation mental deaf and dumb people.

imagine how nation popsickle-suck- 
ing, Howdy-Doody-viewing citizens can 
lead the free world through the perilous 
years ahead.” 


How Can Learn? 

reading the whole answer this 
problem? course not! But vital 
and most neglected part the answer. 
Reading, and mean reading for spiritual 
and mental growth not spitting-over-the- 
bridge reading, for most offers the 
only means developing our knowledge 
our faith and seeking the solutions 
our present day problems. surely 
cannot expect short Sunday sermon 
give the answers which the Church 
offers for the crises today nor provide 
the continuing education our faith 
necessary today’s world. And yet, for 
many Catholics, particularly those cities, 
other source knowledge easily and 
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readily available. Pope Pius recognized this 
when emphasized “the necessity 
stressing the task the good book which 
that educating the people deeper 
understanding things, think and 
meditate.” 

readily admit that life cannot lived 
books alone, but just true, 
think, that life today without books for 
most people depressing and incomplete. 

Nor must overlook the value 
reading for entertainment. Next 
stanch Catholic faith know greater 
asset for the young service man than the 
habit reading. Trouble service life 
comes not much from the temptations 
peculiar the military, for these are little 
different except emphasis and the lack 
restraining influences from those met 
civilian ‘life, but from the long hours 
waiting and inactivity. Boredom usually 
the beginning the downfall. lesser 
degree this true all youth, and reading 
offers inexpensive and satisfying anti- 
dote boredom. 

not trying convince you that 
reading important, for know that 
all people our teachers should appreciate 
its value. But any discussion such this 
about promoting good reading, must 
approached, seems me, from the per- 
spective the role that reading should 
play our daily life. 

would not attempt diagnose the rea- 
sons why many our graduates seem 
put reading away with their textbooks after 
school done except say that the 
schools must, unfortunately, bear all the 
responsibility because parents who don’t 
read appreciate the value reading, 
have seen the case, cannot 
expected pass this gift their chil- 
dren. The reading family becoming 
relic the past. 

Assessing the blame never impor- 
tant helpful trying offer con- 
structive, practical suggestions for improv- 
ing the situation. not pretend 
qualify expert and perhaps views 
may earn deserved slapping-down 
from betters, nor think that 
have all the answers. offer you the 
fruit discussions with teachers, par- 
ents, and children and the results the 
work done the staff The Thomas 
More Association the promotion chil- 
dren’s reading. These, then, are sugges- 
tions for reviving the lost art reading: 


Reading Habit 


First all, let’s recognize that read- 
ing habit. Like brushing the teeth 
must carefully developed, with the use 
discipline necessary, but once de- 
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veloped and properly nurtured the for- 
mative years, should last lifetime. 
Obvious, you may say and will agree, 
but equally obvious that most our 
youth have not developed this habit. Ap- 
proaching the problem, least the be- 
ginning, from the habit angle, possibly 
old-fashioned technique but far 
know better alternative 
suggested.

Thomas Merton writes 
The Sign Jonas: “It depressing that 
those who serve God and love Him some- 
times write badly, when those who 
not believe Him take pains write 
well. bad book about the love God 
remains bad book even though may 
about the love God.” Some Catholic 
juveniles are pretty awful badly written, 
badly illustrated, and badly designed. Some 
writers are still following the Father Finn 
tradition which was fine its day but 
that day has long passed. Too often saints 
are presented Little Lord Fauntelroys, 
dripping with goo. The saints were not 
cream puffs— they were real and virile 
but you would never know from some 
the biographies. think Willock’s 
criticism that too many our Catholic 
juveniles are filled with nostalgia for 
past age just. Youth attracted the 
exciting and the unconventional, yet far 
too many our books goodness pre- 
sented conventional and dull. not 
surprising that they have little appeal 
for modern youth. need books about 
heroic virtue the 20th century, about 
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heroes God the factory, the office, the 
sports arena, and the service. must dis- 
tinguish between the good Catholic juvenile 
and the mediocre and show publishers that 
know the difference and will support 
only the good. Because more and more 
good Catholic juveniles are being published 
today than even the recent past, selec- 
tion has become easier and more important. 
Above all, should not try push poor 
books, even Catholic ones. Good secular 
books, written from Christian viewpoint 
should part every reading schedule, 
and the event that there are good 
Catholic books particular field, good 
secular books should substituted. 


theirs. They may laugh pious books 
being untrue life. Let them know 
adult themes while can lead them and 
guide them, not after they leave school and 
are their own. must prepare them 
fight the best-seller evil and this can 
done best introducing them good 
adult books while they are under our care.

Month, gives Catholic teachers 
excellent. opportunity making some re- 
flections the Catholic printed word and 
the extent which being read. Catho- 
lic press month has been great benefit 
our press the past; may this year’s 
observance exception; may result 
even greater effectiveness; and may our 
schools assume leading role its 
promotion. 


One question that always recurs this 
time the year this one: Just what 
characterizes the relationship the Catho- 
lic student toward the Catholic Press? 
The answers will vary. Probably apathy 
indifference will stated the most 
common characteristic; some instances 
the answer will ignorance.” 
the other hand, thanks the tireless 
zeal Dean O’Sullivan Marquette Uni- 
versity and handful individuals the 
Catholic Press Association, there 
small number Catholic students posi- 
tive interest the regular perusal the 
work the Catholic press. But between the 
two extremes lie all shades reaction 
lack reaction the printed message 
Catholicism. 

has always been revealing the 
writer take the diocesan paper some 
reputable national Catholic publication, 
pick out few well known names and 
movements, and ask the com- 
ment upon them writing. The response 
this assignment, taken whole, indi- 
cates that most Catholic students are 
poorly informed contemporary Catholi- 
cism, that they read comparatively little, 
and what worse, seem manifest 
interest the Catholic apostolate. Behind 
much this one comes see that the 
Catholic home fault. Yet, must 
remembered, that very often the par- 
ents our Catholic children have not had 
the opportunity receiving Catholic 
education. Still less have they had the 
opportunity being atmos- 
phere that was familiar with Catholic 
publications.

Rise From Sleep 

There great need, therefore, for 
closer reading and use the Catholic 
press not only for the student but for the 
parents well. can well work 
zeal use the classroom improve the 
amount and quality Catholic reading 
the Catholic home. Well may every Catho- 
lic teacher make little examination 
conscience his relation the apostolate 
the printed word. 

And there plenty room for work. 
are far from having reached the satura- 
tion point the field Catholic publica- 
tions. haven’t achieved anything like 
Catholic paper every home and still 
less Catholic magazine every home. 
And these days multifold propaganda, 
much harmful, those are the barest 
minimums. 

impress ourselves with the need for 
positive, constructive effectiveness the 
field Catholic reading brief survey may 
prove enlightening. Let’s look few 
figures and discuss the meaning these 
figures with our students. Some these are 
taken from the Catholic Press Directory 
issued the Catholic Press Association 
120 Madison Avenue, New York 16. This 
excellent publication, revised annually, de- 
serves every Catholic school li- 
brary. the present time about 8000 
copies are printed each year; increase 
would benefit both the Association and 
those using them. 

But get those figures: The 
Catholic population the United States 
normally estimated million people. 
Let place the average number Catho- 
lics per family four individuals. That 
gives more than seven million Catholic 
families this country possibly over- 
simplification but least working hy- 
pothesis. How much Catholic printed mat- 
ter those seven million Catholic families 
read? 

The Catholic Journalist, CPA publica- 
tion, tells that the combined circulation 
all Catholic publications about 
million subscribers. That looks mighty 
million families! 

Now break those figures down 


bit. The combined Catholic newspaper 
circulation for last year was little more 
than four million subscribers. Well, that 
would indicate that there are least three 
million families who not get, still less 
regularly read, Catholic newspaper. Put- 
ting other words, almost half our 
Catholic families not read Catholic 
newspaper. And newspapers are the cheap- 
est printed medium all, especially Catho- 
lic newspapers which are mostly weeklies. 

Let’s take look two specialized 
areas: The Catholic World Chicago has 
the largest circulation any Catholic 
weekly. Yet has only 152,000 readers 
trade area 1,600,000 Catholics. The 
Cleveland Universe Bulletin, one our 
best Catholic papers format 
entation, has only 75,000 readers 
Catholic population half million. These 
are rather good areas Catholic press 
strength. close-up many other parts 
the country, all probability, would 
not present favorable picture. 


What Read? 

short, have big selling job still 
ahead the Catholic newspaper 
field. And that field very close all 
us. Each the archdioceses the 
has its own publication and 112 the 
130 dioceses maintain their own official 
quasi-official newspapers. 

the Catholic magazine field can 
glean some pertinent figures. some 
million Catholic subscribers have seen 
that four million are the newspaper 
press field. That leaves, roughly, million 
subscriptions for Catholic magazines among 
the seven million Catholic families. That 
too, first glance, sounds pretty good 
average almost two Catholic publica- 
tions per family. But that’s not the situa- 
tion any means. 

matter actual fact, there are 
thousands addresses that receive four 
five more different publications. Such 
addresses are those our Catholic li- 
braries, public libraries, 
Catholic lay and religious leaders, reli- 
gious communities and convents, and the 
reading racks parish groups, not 
speak the bulk packages set for 
sale the vestibules our churches. 
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Summing this up, are forced con- 
clude that there are many Catholic homes 
that not receive single Catholic 
magazine. difficult prove anything 
very conclusive here from the statistical 
angle and yet that conclusion inescap- 
able. that many Catholic families 
which have the money for three four 
secular magazines not receive Catholic 
one. 

And there are some 404 Catholic maga- 
zines which those families could sub- 
scribe; magazines covering almost every 
field Catholic thought and endeavor. 
Here are the leaders from the circulation 
standpoint: Mission, 950,000; Columbia, 
776,000; Extension, 563,000; Catholic Di- 
gest, 521,000 The Sign, 216,000; Sacred 
Heart Messenger, 195,000; Victorian, 
100,000. 

look those figures let’s not 
forget: with million Catholics this 
country not have single Catholic 
publication reaching the million mark. 
Compare this with the circulation Life 
million), Saturday Evening Post 
million), Look million), etc. And the 
three leaders the Catholic magazine 
field are supported their related move- 
ments: the Propagation the Faith, the 
Knights Columbus, and the Catholic 
Church Extension Society.

WENTY years ago there was school 

library. went periodically and 
through compulsion the public library 
get material for history and literature 
classes. Our indifference about non-fiction 
reading was very largely mutual affair, 
for the public library was not waiting with 
open arms receive us. found what 
wanted the forbidding mysteries 
the card catalog, took the request 
the equally forbidding desk attendant, 
were served indifferent youth 
who, like ourselves, was high school stu- 
dent. The only difference between his in- 
difference and ours was that the library 
attendant was paid for his time the 
library. 


Transformation 

only reflection the state non-fic- 
tion reading and the high school youth 
few years back. Now let witness 
modern scene. First, look that com- 
paratively new institution, the grade school 
library: The time before school. The 
place the room used the central li- 
brary, and filled with children from all 
grades. They are browsing 
shelves variously allocated their age 
and taste levels, sitting tables rang- 
ing from tiny standard size, even 
sitting the floor, completely absorbed 
reading —and liking it! None the 
children have over-studious look, 
proscribed haunted look; fact they 
give every evidence having come here 
their own volition, and they conduct 
themselves with the surety daily visitors.

And what their book diet? The fare 
these healthy readers includes, accord- 
ing their respective ages, fairy tales, 
stories, religion stories, biographies, how- 
to-do-it books, musicology and musicians, 
animal stories, science and inventions, folk- 
lore, poetry. Such balanced program 
reading amounts literary shot the 
arm! And these happy borrowers are your 
best publicity, your best promoters 
reading. Word-of-mouth quick and sure- 
fire advertising! Just view the young pa-

trons they come the desk have 
their book cards stamped for out-going 
books: “Sister, when Ranch for Danny 
comes, will you save for me?” “Boy, 
was Born Trot ever good book. Bill 
wants take next.” “Sister, did you 
put name the waiting list for 
Dear Patsy?” 

When the Sister-librarian can squeeze 
story hours for the primary grades, 
scan the rapt attentive face the spell- 
bound audience. There must special 
reward for those teachers and librarians, 
trained untrained, who can conjure 
the wonderland fairy-tale lore for the 
avid minds children. Blessed are they 
who feed the imagination children with 
the wholesome literary heritage child- 
hood. Trained untrained librarians, 
say, because some are the manner born, 
and job that makes professionals jade 
green with envy. 

Really, though, professional non-pro- 
fessional, there time for envy, but 
only for rejoicing, when 
grammar-grade youngsters turning intelli-

works help themselves. When see 
them taking out books week after week, 
and returning with unfeigned enthusiasm, 
there cause for jubilation. This prog- 
ress! takes periods instruction;

Circulate these your classroom, 
have your story time, your browsing peri- 
ods, your reference work, just the same. 
It’s not the perfect set-up, but does 
help giving that library habit, and 
want that, surely. helps creating 
atmosphere loving books, doing some- 
thing different, breaking with rugged 
routine. Children often have good books 
home that they can bring circulate 
the classroom library. How often has 
happened that Joan and Jerry take out 
from the classroom library the very book 
they brought school from home, and 
read with animation and interest, per- 
haps with pride possession, com- 
pletely ignoring the fact that that book 
came from them! Parents who mourn the 
discard beautiful gift books take heart 
again, and sometimes with 
amusement see the very books which 
they could not interest their children crop 
with renewed attention! 

Or, you haven’t centralized library 
your school look around for possible 
site. there empty storeroom, aban- 
doned book room, music room that 
merely unused room with that delight- 
ful appellation attached? Have you 
abandoned, down-at-heels parish library 
room, club room? The suggestion 
empty classroom this over-crowded «ge 
may folly, but can offer it, ‘or 
maybe you have that very thing for which 
other schools are crying. 

you can find any little place for 
start, all means, start. can paint 
(well, several cans) some open book shelves 
that are not above the capabilities 
upper grade boys, inexpensive plastic hang- 
ings for moral support, some bright book 
ends, few perky plants colorful con- 
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tainers, jaunty bulletin board, and you 
can begin. 


Don’t Scorn Gift 

surprising what gifts books 
equipment follow such 
And that brings another point: never 
refuse gifts books, even though they 
are not appropriate your needs. Maybe 
someone else can use the books, but 
whether they are used not, your refusal 
estranges you the good will your 
library friends, and cuts off possible sources 
future and more appropriate gifts. 

Does your mother’s club want 
something, the Scout troop the school, 
the youth organization? Every group 
likes work for cause; maybe they 
would jump your suggestion. And 
they should jump fright, just smilingly 
reiterate your ideas, simply display your 
faith their powers, your confidence 
the plan, and see what happens! 

takes courage and foresight begin 
shoestring, but every teacher possesses 
these traits part her profession. And 
this seems like too much attention 
externals, instead the heart the 
matter, the books, well, that’s the way 
humans are, and you must bait them 
first!

species. its stead there stands well 
essentials most cases with stock 
books that moving, interesting, challeng- 
ing. moves group readers who 
like leaf through the attractive books; 
who know how extract information and 
profit from doing so. 

find the card catalog well thumbed, 
the magazines happy disorder the 
end day, the shelves satisfyingly di- 
sheveled. This glorious revolution can 
explained the fact that twenty years 
ago our schools were just starting pro- 
vide trained librarians; our hard-worked 
teachers were studying even harder 
summer schools for the necessary accredi- 
tation. Now, library schools and trained 


librarians are not impossible access, 
course two library science possi- 
ble Sister-teachers, who find that helpful 
grade school administration. 

The public library can take bow for 
public relations, personnel with high 
purpose, staff publicity artists with magic 
touch. All these have conspired lift the 
face the public library, banishing the 
forbidding atmosphere, and writing Wel- 
come the doorstep. 

The book publishers, course, come 
for round praise, too, this consol- 
ing picture. Their stock interesting; the 
format attracts attention the book, and 
glance inside holds the attention. Non- 
fiction, biography, science, history, 
longer belong the musty, dusty variety 
tomes that stood stolidly the library 
shelves and virtually glowered the 
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potential young borrowers, who took one 
look and hastily withdrew. 

the sturdy old volumes, course, 
there much said for their scholar- 
ship, not for their style. When 
advisable keep them, discard the dingy 
covers for bright new binding, which 
not only dresses the outside the 
book, but pares off the browning edges 
the pages, when the book cut down 
the binding process. Often, book emerges 
from its trip the bindery really 
readable. condition! And then, course, 
courageous enough weed out the 
impossible old titles, and leave room 
your shelves for something that will circu- 
late. Much credit due those who have 
the spirit dispose the ponderous old 
books that will never used certainly 
never high school youngsters. They may 
used the faculty community room, 
but usually they not pass inspection 
there, either. 

The library instruction which now 
accepted and integral part the English 
courses from junior high school up, has 
solved the mysteries library usage; has 
helped the shy ones discover that the 
librarian talks their language, and that 
even pleasantly! Library clubs and com- 
mittees help keep things motion. 

Remember, depends you, teacher- 
librarians, start the ball rolling!

When your books are getting all worn 
out, call the binder joyfully, instead 
bemoaning the old covers. 

Ask how many the family and 
friends the borrower read the book 
that reasonably overdue, instead 
vowing vengeance the tardy one.

the haughty old Silence signs.

your library and your reputation ’way 


up. 

When Jack and Jill seem 
floundering the shelves, give them 
chance help themselves, and 
opportunity discover two three 
dozen other good books, while 
they are quest one, instead 
swooping down them too suddenly. 

It’s amazing how many forwards and 
quarterbacks like help out the 
reading shelves, and can even 
library lights well athletic stars. 

The decorative possibilities your 
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library should never neglected 
the ivory tower ideal that books 
should suffice. 

Promote publicity even you would 
prefer have the books speak for 
themselves. 

Undertake occasional contest, book 

quiz, assembly program, radio skit, 

book talk, for they are well worth the 
work involved. 

Contact the parents’ groups and other 

appropriate organizations; such 

ances are recriprocal and help all 
concerned. 

Remember that personal touch ask- 
ing your borrowers how they liked 
the book, and perhaps asking them 
pen enthusiastic comment which 
you can post the bulletin board.

They reminded that our nation was 
founded religious principles: society, 
particularly our own, intimately dependent 
religion. the beginning our own na- 
tion, the very time when the revolutionary 
movement the Continent Europe was 
planning destroy all influence religion 
public life, remarkable fact that 
our Founding Fathers based their own revolu- 
tionary action the rights inherent man 
creature God, and placed their trust 
His divine providence.” 

While our Federal Government 
hibited from setting state religion, the 
bishops pointed out that there was intention 
prohibiting the government from assisting 
religion. The public utterances and acts the 
Founding Fathers and their early successors 
and men like President Lincoln belie the 
assertion that the government can way 
aid promote religion. The bishops quote the 
following proclamation issued President 
Lincoln March 30, 1863: 


have been the recipients the choicest 
bounties Heaven; have been preserved, 
these many years, peace and prosperity 
but have forgotten God. have forgotten 
the gracious hand which preserved peace, 
and multiplied and enriched and strengthened 
us; and have vainly imagined, the de- 
ceitfulness our hearts, that all these bless- 
ings were produced some superior wisdom 
and virtue our own. Intoxicated with un- 
broken success, have become too 
cient feel the necessity redeeming and 
preserving grace, too proud pray the 
God that made us.” 

These words Lincoln 
bishops’ warning against our modern secular- 
removal all religious influence 
from public life. “Their main efforts are cen- 
tered the divorce religion from educa- 
tion. Their strategy seems be: first 
secularize completely the public school and 
then claim for total monopoly 
education. “We recognize,” said the 
bishops, the state has legitimate and 
even necessary concern with education. But 
religion important good citizenship 
and that the burden our national tradi- 
tion then the state must give recognition 
its importance public education. 

“The state, therefore, has the duty help 
parents fulfill their task religious instruc- 
tion and training. When the state fails this 
help, when makes the task more difficult 
and even penalizes parents who try 
this duty according conscience, depriving 
their children their right under our Federal 
Constitution auxiliary services, this can 
regarded utterly unfair 
sighted policy.”

the subject shop courses 
comes for discussion, considera- 
tion, invariably the cost installation and 
operation looms insurmountable 
obstacle. The prevailing attitude seems 
that Catholic high schools just cannot 
afford provide industrial education. Gen- 
erally, however, the ones who raise these 
objections without proper knowl- 
edge and understanding the subject. 
The popular notion that vocational educa- 
tion courses are too expensive, reminis- 
cent another prevalent but false notion 
—most people believe that oil heavier 
than water and cream heavier than milk. 
This not true. Oil lighter than water, 
floats water just wood floats 
water, cream lighter than milk for the 
same reason. One wonders how such false 
notions can become prevalent. 

Catholic educators realize that the 
replacement value all the Catholic 
schools the United States the 
neighborhood three billion dollars? 
There isn’t any magic secret formula 
this figure; simply multiply the 
number students Catholic schools 
the per capita costs replacing present 
facilities today’s market. The marvel- 
ous feature this statement the ques- 
tion: Where did get all the money 
build the schools that already have?

How- 
ever, the financial aspects vocational 
education department not important 
faith the soundness the program, 
the present need for round out our 
educational program, and the courage 
put the program into operation. one has 
the faith and the courage and can justify 
the need, then the financial problem can 
solved. 


Solving the Problem 

The simplest method solve the finan- 
cial problem ask outright for budget. 
Catholic schools the budget not ob- 
tained simply asking for it. The follow- 
ing suggestions may helpful. 

System Shop Fees, similar 
laboratory fees, quite common most 
schools. Ten fifteen dollars per student 
not exhorbitant shop fee. The ex- 
penditure the shop fee should follow 
this pattern: One third set aside liqui- 
date the capital investment defray the 
original cost the shop (the period li- 
quidation extend during the life the 
the cost current operating expenses, 


chiefly consumable supplies; one third 
set aside for maintenance and replace- 
ments. accepted business practice 
have the shop fee liquidate the capital 
investment and defray maintenance costs. 
fallacy believe that shop fee 
should spent solely for materials used 
the students. 

Public School Co-operation. not 
uncommon for students Catholic high 
school attend the local public school for 
laboratory shop courses required vo- 
cational education classes. say that 
not uncommon means that there are 237 
cases record ScHOOL 
October, 1952, page 238) where 
co-operation does exist between the public 
school and the Catholic school. The states 
Michigan and Ohio combined have more 
than per cent the total. the city 
Detroit excellent and intelligent pro- 
gram has been operation during the 
past seven years. When was only two 
years old there were some 1200 students 
engaged the program attending the local 
parish high schools the morning and 
nearby public high school the afternoon 
for shop courses. The program has had 
very good results. Anyone interested 
more detailed account should direct his 
inquiry Rt.

manner. Industry pays most its profits 
the federal government taxes. The 
tax laws provide that small percentage 
may deducted for the support private 
schools. This suggestion made not be- 
cause good theory but because 
good practice. has worked. appeal 
industry may based the following 
factors: 

the government makes tax law 
permit schools share the tax dollar, 
then not hesitate ask for it. 

Catholic schools are adventure 
private enterprise same industry. 
Allocating the tax dollar permitted 
law, private school investment 
American democracy and furthering 
the principle private enterprise. 

Industrialists, whole, are deathly 
afraid socialism (toward which, they 
fear, certain federal legislation leaning) 
and communism. The Church her 
schools has been the chief bulwark against 
the spread these two isms.

Manufacturers), which most industries 
hold memberships, has adopted policy 
encouraging industry support education.

The current market price for well 
equipped shop would from $5,000 
$20,000, depending the size, type, etc. 
This figure based medium priced 
line equipment. false economy 
purchase cheap equipment, i.e. equipment 
designed for the home workshop. School 
shop equipment should rugged enough 
last for years. Second-hand 
machinery like secondhand automo- 
bile let the buyer beware. 

not economical purchase the 
most expensive equipment. student can 
learn almost much $300 lathe 
$5,000 machine. However, price 
not consideration and the sky the 
limit, then purchase the very best. 

The two basic shops for industrial 
arts program are wood and metal shops. 
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Your course mechanical drawing will 
correlated with the shop courses. Local 
conditions should influence the selection 
additional shops. The teacher the most 
important item shop. well equipped 
shop can disintegrate under weak teacher 
and poorly appointed shop can prosper 
under good teacher. 


Conclusion 

seems unreasonable and prejudiced 
moan about the prohibitive costs 
vocational education. just convenient 
way evade the responsibility meeting 
current need. 

always wonderful watch the 
growth Catholic high school. Soon 
later the athletic department will need 
gymnasium, the football team needs equip- 
ment and coach. The current market 
prices for these are: gym about $400,000; 
equipment $100 per player, squad 
boys $3,300; coach $2,500. The athletic 
program will materialize someone has the 
faith, the courage, and realization the 
need. Costs are not obstacle. 

any large city the classified telephone 
directory lists hundreds private schools. 
Most them are the vocational 
trade category. They are business sell 
service and make profit. Most 
them are still business. 

Your writer convinced that with 
little faith and courage, realization the 
need, and little “know-how,” the financ- 
ing shop courses not insurmount- 
able obstacle.

UST how necessary are grade-school 

choirs the life the Church? Have 
children musical function the liturgi- 
cal services? Should children called upon 
make the musical group these 
church services? thorough musical 
training Catholic children reasonable 
course and guarantee that the Church 
can maintain sacred music? What the 
role the conductor developing 
consciousness sacred music children? 

Children are God-appointed singers. The 
Psalm proclaims God: “Out the 
mouths infants Thou hast perfected 
praise” (Ps. 8:3). Singing wholesome 
part the education children; singing 
should find place the curriculum, 
which has not always been recognized 
Catholic educators. Music potent factor 
human emotion, expression our 
inner self; and education should 
concerned with it. the duty 
Christian teachers educate the children 
musically means regulating their 
inner life. The school choir one the 
best means fulfilling this mission. Music 
must identify itself with the life the 
children. 


Liturgical Music Prayer 

The school choir develops the spiritual 
life children. Singing twofold prayer. 
Singing the actual expression chil- 
dren’s prayer. the choir, children have 
opportunity participating the 
very life the Church. They take 
active part the celebration the Holy 
Mass, singing the common and proper 
parts the Mass. the children study 
the Mass they become acquainted with 
the spirit the liturgy.

belonging and sense contributing 
their share the worship Almighty 
God. learning music for liturgical serv- 
ices, the timid child develops freedom from 
self-consciousness, because does not 
stand alone, while the 
taught work with others, because does 
not stand alone.

psychologically, and socially through choir 
work, the role the conductor most 
important. The director must 
young singers away 
sentiment singing and inspire them 
give themselves God well others. 
Children look the conductor some- 
one who will lead them this conse- 
cration. Therefore, the conductor should 
develop personality that will in- 
centive pupils all they can 
further God’s work maintaining musi- 
cal group for the various liturgical func- 
tions the Church. 


Qualities Director 
the opinion Dom Ermin Vitry, 
O.S.B., editor Caecilia, that director 
children’s choirs must develop sincerity, 
integrity, and childlike simplicity. The 


director will develop sincerity giving 
his very best the music sung. 
matter how simple the music, the direc- 
tor must make thing beauty, worthy 
respect and worthy love. not all 
music the children’s choir sung praise 
God? developing integrity, the con- 
ductor will devote himself entirely his 
work the art conducting. director 
will develop childlike simplicity having 
complete sympathy with the children and 
knowing that the pupils respond only 
the leader who can feel they themselves 
do. 

The conductor should devote himself en- 
tirely his work the art conducting 
stated above. must give life his 
whole technique and avoid routine. 
certainly not necessary know all the 
techniques great conductor; but the 
director should reduce technical movements 
few basic ones, the fewer the better, 
making certain that these few are mastered. 
The conductor will demonstrate these 
movements the choir the initial prac- 
tice, being certain that they are understood. 
After these signs have been demonstrated 
and understood the strictest discipline must 
demanded the singers. From few 
simple movements the teacher may produce 
the most subtle shadings and dynamics. 


The Conductor’s Technique 

Choir conducting has technique its 
own. The primary purpose conducting 
the children visually, the music itself 
means the body. The conductor 
should learn use the arm not only 
beat time, but for interpretative curving 
movements. Studying the music and inter- 
preting the score will enable the director 
acquire musical sensitivity which 
essential requirement for directing 
music properly. 

order give the children thorough 
training sacred music the conductor 
should alotted sufficient time and 
proper place for choir rehearsal. The con- 
ductor must have plan for his choir and 
follow systematically. fulfill the 
program the conductor must develop 
genuine appreciation for the liturgy and 
impart this love liturgical worship the 
teaching the sacred song. Also, the con- 
ductor should have musicianship and 
clear understanding vocal training.

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What Teach

remember speaking you the last 
time visited your master, Philemon. 
you bring word from him? 


No, Paul, have come because 
need your help. I’m afraid have done 
terrible thing. You were always 
kind slaves whenever you visited our 
master; you are the only one whom can 
now. 

not afraid, Onesimus. Come, 
sit down. not afraid confess what 
you have done one who once offended the 
most loving Person all the world. 

tell you. robbed master Philemon, 
and has been kind me. robbed him 
and fled from his house three days 
thought that here Rome would 
safe, but now the money gone and don’t 
back; you know they will brand forehead 
with the mark And may 
scourged death for stealing. Oh, 
Paul, what shall do? 

not worry, Onesimus. Sometimes 
when things are blackest, they are for our 
benefit. wish that could keep you 
here with me, but I’m afraid cannot 
that. Under the law you are the property 
Philemon and you should return him. Phile- 
mon will deal with you kindly, know his 
heart well. 

But, only someone would 
free me. know many slaves whose 
freedom has been 

PAUL: Onesimus, know Someone who will 
buy your freedom for you. myself 
could redeem the whole world. 
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Who that? Who 
could that? 

Have you not heard speak 
Christ, the Redeemer the world? 

Yes, remember Philemon used 
speak about Him often. Many the 
slaves followed his teaching and spoke much 
Him. 

Onesimus, will tell you about Him, 
about our glorious Christ! the eternal 
Son God, the freest all free men. But 
gave His freedom and His glory and 
took the form and condition slave. 
died slave’s death His own free will 
order free from more dreadful 
slavery. 

dear Onesimus, have good 
Master. With Christ there neither slave nor 
free man. fact, are all slaves; but look 
our slavery. The least Christ’s slaves 
freer than the freest man earth. His 
burden sweet and His yoke light. You need 
not tell me, Onesimus, about the freedom 
men. Once boasted that was free man, 
and was really miserable slave, slave 
vain dream. 

Onestmus: have often felt such empti- 
ness heart, Paul! 

But since was crucified the 
world, know what life really is. Once when 
everybody thought was happy man, was 
actually miserable, and spent nights 
dread. Once cried out “Who shall deliver 
from the body this death?” 

Since that time have been scourged five 
times for Christ; three times was flogged, 
and once was stoned. have been driven 
from city city, have been subjected 
every suffering, but the midst all this 
suffering have found joy. All that can 
say again and again “Rejoice the Lord.”

Lights 
are dimmed group give impression 
ethereal softness with the degree bright- 
ness sufficient only reveal the act the 
Baptism general outline, rather than 
specific detail. During the pantomine the 
characters that follows, have only pin point 
light narrator, such that which would 
produced from flash light revealing her 
face she narrates the following description. 

Narrator: St. Paul did tell Onesimus more 
about Christ. Day after day the fugitive re- 
turned Paul’s prison room. Soon they were 
close friends. Then, one day, when Paul was 
again pouring forth his love for Christ, Onesi- 
mus dropped his knees beside him and 
whispered his “Credo.” From the hands 
the Apostle the Gentiles the Baptismal 
waters brought supernatural life the soul 
the converted slave. [Brief silence while 

Onesimus was Christian. But Paul was 
practical man and practical problem re- 
mained. Onesimus’ status still had con- 
sidered. Could slave, after had been freed 
the blood Christ, cast off his earthly 
master? Could the Christian master obli- 
gated free his slave converted Christian- 
ity? answer, Paul did not disturb the 
Roman legal order; ardently desired the 
liberation the slave, but left that decision 
where belonged the Christian 
conscience. 

Finally the day came when St. Paul had 
bid farewell his new child the faith. 

[Bring light characters gradually 
such way that highlights the dramatic

passages the narrator. Onesimus and Paul 
pantomime the conversation. Onesimus 
seated near 

Onesimus, must bid farewell 
you. You must return Philemon, your 
master. Confess your wrong, son, and 
take whatever punishment may inflict.

While Paul 
writes, the narrator reads with feeling and 
after the manner dramatic monologue the 
Epistle its entirety.

book, The Life James Cardinal Gibbons, 
the competent historian John Tracy Ellis 
has something significant say about his- 
torical scholarship that has wider applica- 
tion all areas public discussion and 
even the exposition doctrine. are 
here concerned only with history, and the 
reader will make the application the 
teaching history through the original 
statement applied the writing history. 

The discussion may opened with 
quotation from Pope Leo XIII’s admoni- 
tion August 18, 1883, three cardinals 
historical studies, which quoted from 
Cicero: That “the first law history is, 
not dare utter falsehood; the second, 
not fear speak the truth, and more- 
over, room must left for suspicion 
partiality prejudice.”

From the first week, insist 
folded hands Mass. Not all through, but 
when are standing. Along with this, there 
must touching leaning the pews. 
When the children are seated kneeling their 
little hands may take more comfortable

position. Attention usually follows correct 
church posture and behavior. edifying 
see the little ones standing like soldiers 
and being rather proud themselves for 
being able so. The above has taken 
well into October. 


Introductions the Mass 

About now questions arise such as, “What 
does Father say when turns around?”, 
“What the big kids answer?”, “Why does 
the bell ring?” and forth. begin the 
middle with the Consecration and Elevation. 
all our formal religion classes have 
talked about God’s power and marveled 
it, for little children’s faith beautiful and 
touching. this point, Mass pictures are 
useful. Large, simple, colored ones, should 
used possible. Proceed slowly. Put 
series you wish, but prefer take one 
time. Don’t take all the actions the 
Mass but just few highlights this manner. 
Spend several days the Sign the Cross 
the beginning the Mass. Check after 
each daily Mass class and individual 
progress. Remember praise the children 
for every little improvement. Usually talk 
little the Gospel text. The triple Sign 
the Cross, the Gospel book, and the 
Gospel the true story Jesus. Then comes 
little about the Offertory, review lesson 
the Consecration; then Holy Communion. 
Along here have learned answer the 
priest when says Dominus vobiscum. 
gives one thrill hear wee voices pipe out 
with cum spiritu tuo; and remember they 
know what means. The amens are answered 


also. This does not mean low Masses only 
but sung Masses well. 


Introduction Books 

Our First Communion books are ordered 
about Christmas time. use the one Father 
Peter Julian called Child Prays, illustrated 
artist all know well. Charlotte Ware 
known the children through her work 
the Faith and Freedom series readers. 
Use any book you wish, but must illus- 
trated simply and colorfully. soon the 
books arrive, begin use them few 
minutes daily. this the first period 
the morning, the main reason being that the 
little hands are still clean. True, some the 
gold off our little books and they occa- 
sionally look they have been used and 
loved very hard, but isn’t that what want? 

After examination our treasure 
start page 17; little prayer prepara- 
tion for Mass. proceed something like this: 
read the directions explanations which 
are given and printed the same type the 
rest the book. This, find advantage 
there confusing small print. After 
short discussion these directions, read 
the prayer slowly while the little ones follow 
along their own books. The way the lines 
are spaced very helpful for getting the 
thought. then read through one 
more times. Too much individual work takes 
away from the meaning the offering and 
this not reading study period. The next 
day use our books church just for 
this prayer and more. may have 
spend two days, maybe more, just this one 
prayer. Take your time! From here 
pray the Mass with pictures well words. 


The Sign the Cross 

When are ready there comes simple 
explanation Father’s preparation the 
altar for the Mass. Next comes the all im- 
portant right start the Mass, the Sign 
the Cross. Take this and nothing more, for 
that day. Comment after Mass those who 
remembered and little improvements 
each day. important that they en- 
couraged and praised for even minute progress. 
The little book gives simple prayer for 
the Confiteor confession sins. pre- 
pare this the first prayer was prepared. 
When think that are ready resume 
use our books Mass, but just the 
point where have studied. need not say 
that each day begins with brief review. 
Keep reminding the children follow Father’s 
actions and the picture the book. You 
understand, pictures all actions are not 
shown but just enough enable them 
follow readily the important steps the 
Mass. The doxology follows for reading dur- 
ing the Introit; the Kyrie, answer 
Latin, the Gloria Angels’ Song prayed 
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Hymn for Younger Children Sister Limana, O.P. 


little people who love the story Christ- 
mas. Continue this manner until the offer- 
tory reached; here stop for week 
for review. not sorry. 


The Offertory 

The Offertory needs much 
preparation and the pictures are missing for 
this part. (The picture the elevation 
the Chalice also missing. solved this, 
inserting holy card picturing this sacred 
moment.) 

Follow this same procedure day day; the 
little ones love and will astonish you with 
the progress they make well with their 
insight into the meaning the sacrifice. 
course, remember, this the first grade and 
babes six are praying the Mass. 


Holy Communion 

the absolution before Holy Communion, 
spend some time the significance that 
Sign the Cross. How these little ones 
appreciate going Jesus with offenses 
all remitted. have had parents tell that 
they never knew this, and that they value this 
knowledge. This also good time tell 
the children something about Spiritual Com- 
munions. 

After Holy Communion not pick 
our books once but little faces are bent 
over open hands, they can see one but 
the Precious Friend their hearts. Instruct 
the children that this the time tell 
Jesus all the secrets, big and little, and most 
all, love Him and Love Him. After 
few minutes such solemn prayer again 
use our books pray the “Prayer Before 
the Crucifix,” and say the prescribed prayers 
gain the indulgence. 

Finally comes the last blessing, the triple 
Sign the Cross before the last Gospel, and 
the end the Mass. 


Patience Rewarded 

have had success with this method and 
hope continue this program, making ad- 
justments where deem necessary. 

This year, First Communion Day found 
many little hearts ready and eager for the 
dear Lord’s first visit. During the Mass, 
without single exception, little hands turned 
the pages small prayer books exactly the 
right time, following Father’s every action. 
Parents also noticed this and made many 
favorable comments. 

This may sound ridiculous, but days 
that the children use their books Mass 
use the same kind Mass book. Logical 
reaction pleasure, carefulness, and feeling 
achievement, because they are doing just 
what Sister doing. 

There much work connected with this 
program. Constant vigilance, and much re- 
checking, encouraging, and lauding for each 
new step and each new effort. It’s worth it! 
Try it! works!

One the chief incentives the estab- 
lishment and maintenance playgrounds 
that they tend keep children away 
from dangerous places such traffic-laden 
streets. usually taken for granted that 
the playground safe place for children. 
the playground safe, definite 
standards safety should built into it; 
should maintained safe condition;

that the children use safely. 


Planning 

the school ground, its location fixed. 
the play area must distance from 
the school, remember that, reach it, 
children should not required cross 
highways railrodd tracks other dan- 
gerous areas. 

Usually considered necessary 
have the playground fenced prevent the 
children from dashing out into the street 
other thus endangering themselves and 
passers-by.

Recent experiments with rub- 
berized asphalt for playground surfacing 
Akron, Ohio, have been reported success- 
ful.

Supervision 

Playgrounds must regulated and su- 
pervised some way depending time, 
place, and circumstances. school au- 
thority would allow bicycle riding the 
playground, nor would permit the older 
boys conduct baseball game when and 
where could easily cause injury other 
children.

Apparatus 

For swings, slides, castle walks, etc., 
recommend that the necessary pipe fittings 
high-grade malleable iron with clamp 
fittings. Drilling holes the frames for 
bolts will weaken the frame, while welding 
destroys the protective zinc coating and 
makes installation difficult. 

These frames should installed cor- 
rectly with adequate concrete footings and 
perfect alignment. 

Each piece equipment has its own 
rules for safety regard construction, 
installation, maintenance, and use. The 
swing, for instance, requires professional 
attention all these factors. Its frame 
hanger requires careful selection ma- 
terial tested for strength, and installed 
concrete perfectly vertical. Bronze bearings 
insure long, safe life. Many injuries 
have resulted from being hit with the seat 
swing. While this danger cannot 
eliminated, may much reduced 
using seats covered with rubber. The 
American Playground Device Co. has pat- 
ented rubber swing seat that has become 
popular with playground directors. 

The slide has become indispensible 
feature the playground. Its frame should 
meet the same specifications mentioned for 
that the swing.

Derald West, partner the architec- 
tural-engineering firm West Anderson 
Genoa City, Wis., figuring number 
schools his area, wanted pattern 
for economy. explored both conven- 
tional and contemporary materials and 
methods, and came with functional 
one-story, wall-bearing structure support- 
ing steel bar joists, having walls 12- 
inch concrete blocks (left exposed and 
painted) and non-supporting panel win- 
dows with Thermopane. used 
built-up roof, acoustical tile ceiling, con- 
crete floors with asphalt tile, and redwood 
vertical siding the exterior.
